NORE DELAYS 
- GRANTED, ALFORD 
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Denying an appeal for another 

delay, Judge J. W. Curtis yester- 
day named December f9, as the 
day on which F. BE, Alford ex- 
city manager of Ontarie, and 
John E. Huling must entér a plea 
to grand jury indictments charg- 
ing a $30,000 fraud. 
“Alford and Huling, the latter 
aecused as a confederate in a 
series of alleged embezzlements, 
will plead not guilty. 

The defendants were arraigned 
yesterday on charges of obtaining 
money under false pretenses, con- 
tained in the amended grand jury 
indictments returned last week. 
W. E- Doran, one of the six de- 
fense attorneys, asked the court 
for a continuance of the case in 
which to prepare demurrers to 
the amended indictments. Deputy 
District Attorney M. O. Hert op- 
posed the’ granting of further de- 
lays and Judge Curtis sustained 
the objection, ruling tht the de- 
fense counsel must be prepared 
to argue demurrers on December 
19, and that Alford and Huling 
must. also enter a plea to the 
charges in their entirety. 

Protecting their rights to ap- 
peal by taking every legal step 
known to criminal law, the de- 
fense attorneys will file demur- 
rers to the amended indictments. 
Demurrers to practically all ‘of 
the 38 indictments originally re- 
turned by the grand jury have 
been filed’ before Judge Curtis 
and have consequently been dis- 
posed of, the defendants winning 
the knocking out of charges of 
presenting false claims. © 

A date for the trial, ‘expected 
to be sensational and bitterly con- 
tested, will be set on December 
49.

WORK SUSPENDED 


Work on the Deep Creek cut-off 
highway has been suspended for. the 
winter by the Utah Construction 
Company, which has the contract for 
completing this project. The sus- 
pension is due to inclement weather 
conditions. The work will be re- 
again in the spring. The 
foreman in charge states that he 
has experienced great difficulty in 
the past few weeks in getting men 
who would stay with the job, due 
to the low temperature. Snow has 
not interfered with work, as com- 
paratively little snow has fallen in 
that vicinity so far this season 

The Deey Creek cut-off is a. com- 
bination project sponsored jointly by 
the State*of California and the Fed- 
eral government. The terminus of 
the road will be Big Bear Valley. 

The route will have a maximum 
average grade not to exceed six per 
cent, although in a few places for 
short distances 10 per cent grades 
will be necessary. Construction 
throughout conforms with the high 
standard set by both the state and 
federal highway departments, which 
includes a minimum width of 22 feet 
and a curve degree designed to per- 
mit motor vehicle operation with the 
maximum of safety.
